There is no more remarkable feature 
in ihe development of the new South 
than the rapid growtli of cotton manu¬ 
facturing.

During tlie last ten years the South 
has made much more rapid progress In 
cotton manufacturing, relatively, than 
the North has. In 1887 Southern mills 
used 401,452 bales of cotton and North¬ 
ern mills 1,710,080, while In the year 
ended Aug. 31, 1807, Southern mills 
used 1.042.071 bales and Northern mills 
1,804,080. At this rate cotton manu¬ 
facturing in the South will soon sur¬ 
pass Mint of the North.

INCREASED MAGNIFYING POWER 

Difficulties In the Wax of Obtaining 1 
It in Telescopes. 

The question of Increasing the power 
of the telescope is one that lias eu- 
gaged tiie attention of practical astron¬ 
omers and lens-makers for over 20<l 
years, and every possible device that 
seemed likely to nccompllsli the result 
has probably been tried ill the effort to 
augment tiie magnifying power of this 
wonderful instrument. The new 
Yerkes telescope will, it is stated, bring 
tiie moon to an apparent distance of 
100 miles from the earth, and to the 
uninitiated reader it would seem as 
though additional lenses could he pro¬ 
vided which would still further de¬ 
crease the apparent distance of tiie 
moon and stars. If, for Instance, an¬ 
other telescope equal in power to the 
Yerkes could he placed at the end of 
that Instrument, the ordinary reader 
does not always understand why the 
magnifying power would not he 
doubled. As a matter of fact, such an i 
addition to a telescope Is an Impossi¬ 
bility, and even the limit of the tele¬ 
scopic machinery and of the lenses 
seems to have been nearly reached. 
The great lenses now manufactured re¬ 
quire years for their completion, and 
even after they are finished and placed 
In position hi the telescopes, great dif¬ 
ficulty Is sometimes experienced from 
causes unsuspected by those who have 
hail no practical experience with the 
use of such Instruments. A telescopic 
tube is of great length and enormous 
weight, and, although every precaution 
is taken to guard ngninst vibration, 
there are, from time to time, differ¬ 
ences in the machinery, caused not only 
by trifling tremors in the Instrument, 
hut also by contraction from cold and 
expansion from heat. Larger tele¬ 
scopes than the Yerkes and Lick may 
yet In' constructed, but before they are. 
menus must lie devised for overcoming 
tiie difficulties which now lie before 
the telescope builders.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 

A Atonal roaity. 

A remarkable curiosity or perhaps 
it should lie called a monstrosity—the 
like of which was never before heard of 
by Superintendent Stephan, was dis¬ 
covered at Hie Zoo yesterday. It seems 
that white rats and white mice have 
lately come Into unprecedented fnvor 
with tiie children and women of Cin¬ 
cinnati.

An incident of tills 
kind occurred during the recent journey 
of the Imperial couple from St. Peters¬ 
burg to Warsaw, and the fact lias now 
been brought to light Hint Hie peasant 
tlius killed was an old grandfather who 
had become stone deaf through age, 
and who therefore could not hear the 
challenge addressed to’him liy the sen 
tinel. Deeply distressed as is the Czar¬ 
ina by the occurrence, no blame cun he 
attached to the soldier, who merely act 
ed in obedience to (lie very stringent 
orders which he had received. For 
days before the Czar travels along any 
railroad line the latter Is patrolled on 
both sides by sentinels, who are stn 
Honed at a distance of 200 yards from 
one another. They keep their eyes 
open, lull otherwise are allowed to take 
it easy, taking what Is known as Hie 
"first position," the rifle being slung 
from the shoulder. Six hours before 
the passage of the imperial train they 
assume the "second position.” That is 
to say, they shoulder their rifles and 
muri'h briskly up and down wit Ii every 
mental facility on the qui vlve. An 
hour before the Imperial train passes 
they assume the "third position,” .stand¬ 
ing with their hacks toward the line 
and the train, and allowing ”t> one un¬ 
der any circumstances to approach 
within a hundred yards of Hie track un¬ 
til ten minutes after the Emperor Inis 
passed. Should any one attempt to 
approach they have orders to challenge, 
and if the Individual continues to ap¬ 
proach In spite of challenge and warn¬ 
ing they have orders to shoot to kill.— 
Chicago Record.

Its 
secrets are all its own. and one of these 
days the material exhausted, this in¬ 
dustry will disappear with all of Its 
traditions and romances, and with it 
will vanish from view the river types, 
the sturdy logger, the peculiarly north¬ 
ern roustabout or "rooster” as he Is fa¬ 
miliarly known, and the rugged cap¬ 
tains who embody all the river lore and 
are walking encyclopedias of every¬ 
thing that belongs to tiie history of this 
great stream since the first Canadian 
voyagers and hardy French woodsmen 
penetrated these wilds. 

One of these rafting steamers is a 
sight to see. It keeps its hows against 
tiie rear end of a mighty fabric of logs, 
in a position to push it down stream.
